Stortly afterwards Mr. Caltheun joined 
with Mr. John Inman in the West Point 
Terminal management and secured. con- 
trol of it, thus joining the two properties 
and erasing the name of the Central, mak- 
ing thé whole system the Richmond and 
Danville. There were enemies of Mr. Cal- 
houn in Georgia who took advantage of 
the excitability of the people, and used 
this consolidation in order to make war 
upon the railroads. 

The section of the constitution under 
which this attack was made was what is 
krown as the competitive clause, which 
had been drafted by Robert Toombs in the 
Georgia state convention im 1877, the pur- 
pose of which was to prevent the consoll- 
dation of competing lines.. While the two 
lines which the legislature of Georgia was 
asked to take charge of were widely separ- 
ate so far as their physical contiguity in 
Georgia was concerned, yet, as a whole, 
from Georgia to New York they were sup- 
posed to be in competition, the one by 
ocein, the other overland, but that com- 
petition was in territory removed from the 
limits of Georgia. 

The legislative fight which followed the 
introduction of Mr. Olive’s bill was notabie 
in that it brought before the legisiature the 
most distinguished railroad men in the 
country, as well as the strongest men in 
favor of limiting the. powers and oppor- 
tunities of the railroad companies... The 
bill was amended out of existence, and 
finally went to defeat, but so long con-

tives. The controversy went through two 
| sessions of the legislature before it died 
out.

Grosvenor Rushes to the Rescue .of the 
Czar in a Witty Fashion. 


MR. SIMPSON GREW VIOLENT 


Wants To Be the Leader of Minority 
and Majority. 


LEWIS, 100, TRED WIS FANCY HAND 


He Was Quickly Called To Time and 
Got Lost in the Crush of 
Business. 


‘Washington, June 1.—There was a lively 
session of the house today, at which the 
policy of Speaker Reed and the republican 
majority was again made the subject of at- 
tack by members of the minority. Mr. 
Richardson, democrat, of Tennessee, and 
Mr. Simpson, populist, of Kansas, led the 
onslaught for the minority. 

The majority’s position was defended by 
Mr. Henderson, republican, of Iowa, and 
Mr. Grosvenor, republican, of Ohio. 

After calling the house to order the speak- 
er announced that the pending question 
was Mr. Dingley’s motion to lay on the 
table Mr. Lewis's appeal from the decision 
of the chair by which the speaker last 
Thursday decided that Mr. Lewis’s resolu- 
tion relative to Cuba waggnot privileged. 

Upon this question, the yeas and nays 
had been ordered, Mr. Lewis was on his 
feet and under the guise of a parliamentary 
inquiry requested the privilege of withdraw- 
ing temporarily his demand for the yeas 
and nays vote to present to the house what 
he termed the “exact record” relative to 
the decision given in the fifty-third con- 
gress by which a resolution declaring the 
foreign policy of the United States was 
decided to be frivileged. The speaker rath- 
ér abruptly decided that his request was 
not a parliamentary inquiry and directed 
the clerk to cal) the roll. 

Mr. Dingley’s motion was carried 89 to 
55. Present and not voting, 37. 

Mr. Henderson, republican, of Iowa, and 
Mr. Terry, democrat, of Arkansas, both 
demanded recognition upon the announce- 
ment of the vote. The speaker recognized 
the former, who, from the committee on 
rules, presented a special’ order for the im- 
mediate consideration of the senate resolu- 
tion to amend the resolution of April 7th 
providing for the transportation of supplies 
to India. Mr. Henderson explained the ne- 
cessity of the passage of the resolution 
in the inability to secure a ship of Amerl- 
efin register to transport these supplies. 
Mr. Richardson, democrat, of Tennessee, 
said he had no objection to the special or- 
der, but he protested vigorously against the 
present house method of doing business. 

‘Flere we are,”’ he said, ‘with our hands 
tied, with no committees, none of the con- 
veniences or necessities of legis!ation; noth- 
ing except the committee on rules, which 
dictates what we shall do and shall not 
“@o. The house never wasein such a dilapi- 
dated and disorganized condition for such 
a length of time.’’

Mr. Simpson, populist, of Kansas, re- 
marked upon the remarkable spectacle pre- 
sented by the house “because of the refusal 
ef the speaker to obey the rules and ap- 
point committees. We must come,” he 
continued, “to the committee on rules as 
supplicants.” 

Continuing “Mr. Simpson said: ‘The 
house was at the mercy of the committee 
on rules, and who are thé committee on 
rules?” he asked. 

‘There he is,” he shouted, pointing with 
“his index finger at the chair. The minority 
howled with delight. The speaker looked 
flushed and a trifle irritated. 

Mr. Simpson described the majority mem- 
bers of the committee on rules as the 
speaker’s creation who march to his music 
and do his bidding. 

Mr. Terry contributed some brief re- 
marks to the debate in which he described 
the majority as having lain down and been 
“bucked and gagged’’ by the speaker. 
“Hell in a Teapot,’”’ Says Henderson. 

Mr. Henderson then came forward with 
‘q@ rather elaborate defense of the speaker 
and the course of the majority generally. 

“Why this hell in a teapot?’ he asked, 
“this boiling over from the realms of Kan- 
gas.”" 

In reply to the criticisms of Mr. Simpson 
‘ he said it was in a sense true that the 
members of the committee on rules were 
the speaker’s creatures. “But,” said he,

TARIFF BILL 1S RAPIDLY ADVANCED

Washington, June 1-—The senate made 
good progress on the tariff bill today, ad- 
vancing to the important metal schedule. 

During the day the paragraphs covering 
tiles were completed with a few minor ex- 
marble and stone, china, glass, brick and 
tiles were completed with a few minor ex- 
ceptions. 

Vest and Jones of Arkansas, on behalf of 
the minority of the finance committee, pro- 
posed numerous amendments which were 
defeated by majorities of 8 to 14. The votes 
were on party Tines in the main, although 
Rawlins and White, democrats, voted with 
the republicans to increase the rate on 
onyx, and McEnery, democfat, voted with 
the republicans against Jones’s proposition 
for a reduction of the rate on china. 

Senator McLaurin, of South Carolina, 
was sworn in early in the day, raising the 
membership of the senate to 89. 

Smith Replies to Tillman. 

During the debate on the glass schedule, 
Senator Smith, of New Jersey, rose to a 
question of personal privilege, and madé 
the following statement, reading from man- 
uscript: 

‘Mr. President: During my absence from 
the senate the otlHer day, I ascertain from 
the record that in a very remarkable de- 
liverance by the senator from South Caro- 
lina (Mr. Tillman) he became sponsor for 
a newspaper clipping in which my name 
was mentioned in connection with the sugar 
schedule pending in the tariff bill. 

‘It is only necessary for me to say that 
the statement in the newspaper clipping in 
question is absolutely and unqualifiedi@,un- 
true: I have not during this session of 
ccngress bought or sold, directly or indi- 
rectly, a single share of sugar stock, nor at 
any time prior to this when any legislation 
affecting the value of sugar or sugar stock 
was pending.’’ : 

Mr. Tillman sat at his desk while the 
statement was being read; but made no 
move toward replying. The consideration 
of the tariff bill was quickly resumed, ‘Mr. 
Smith’s question of privilege not taking 
more than two minutes. 

When the marble and stone schedule was 
taken-up Mr. Vest made a contest on the 
paragraph relating to manufactures of 
agate, etc., moving a reduction of the rate 
from 60 to 20 per cent. The amendment was 


‘defeatéd—ayeés, 17; nays, 29.

JUDGE MAKES LIGHT OF CASE | 


Says the Questions Were Unwarranted 
Search Into Sugar Trust’s Affairs. 


ASSERTS CHAPMAN SHOULD ANSWER 


Cases Against Correspondents Edwards 
and Shriver Have- Been Post- 
poned Till Friday. 


Washington, June 1—John C. Searles, 
secretary of the American Sugar Refining 
Company, like President Havemeycr, was 
acquitted by the direction of Judge Brad- 
ley, who, today, sustained the motion of 
the defense, argued last Friday, to order 


an acquittal. 

The cases of F. J. Edwards and John 
S. Shriver, the newspaper correspondents, 
were postponed until hext Monday- . - 

Judge Bradley’s opinion was exhaustive. 
It had been reduced to writing and was 
read from the bench. He pointed out that 
Searles had testified specifically that mo 
money had been contributed py the sugar 
trust to the national campaign for the pur~- 
pose of influencing legislation or the elec- 
tion of senators. As to the local contribu- 
tions, Searles had testified that he did not 
know how the contributions had been used, 
by whom or for what purpose. The ques- 
tions asked of Broker Chapman, the court 
said, were manifestly pertinent, because 
they related to the question of speculation 
in sugar by senators, a subject the commit- 
tee was directly charged with investigat- 
ing. This the decision of the supreme 
court had settled. The questions put to 
defendant were claimed to be per t 
to the second and third divisions of the 
senatorial inquiry, namély, as to whether 
the sugar trust had contributed sums to 
campaign funds with the purpose of influ- 
encing the election of a United States sena- 
tor and whether any senator had been a 
party to a compact with the sugar trusr, 

Certainly, the judge'said, a simple inves- 
tigation as to whether the sugar trust had 
contributed to a campaign fund would be 
an unwarranted search into the private af- 
fairs of the company and plainly beyond 
the power of the ate. 

He referred at length to the Kilbourne 
case. The company had reported no tes- 
mony had been produced that the sugar 
rust had made any contributions to any 
national campaign fund or for the purpose 
of affecting legislation. If money had 
been used for the purpose of electing mem- 
bers of state legislatures who, in time, 
would elect a United States senator, it 
was beyond the power of the United States 
to go behind the election of legislative 
members. If this were true as to state 
matters, how much more true was it of 
local elections. 

‘How remotely speculative” was the way 
he characterized District Attorney Davis's 


. suggestion made in his argument that local 


and state contributions could have been 
traced to théir ultimate destination, pos- 
sibly into the pocketsof United States 
senators if? :the defendant. had. given 8m 
It would be the wildest con-. 
jecture to assume that the money 60 con- 
tributed in any ‘way had gone to make up 
the sugar schedule. It appeared from the 
report of the committee that they were not 
in possession of any fact upon which they 
could base the most remote hope of show- 
ing an wltimate connection between the 
sugar trust’s contribution and the sugar 
schedule: under these circumstances it must 
be held that the questions asked Were hot 
pertinent, and if construed to be pertinent 
that they were unwarranted, prying into 
the private affairs of the company and, 
therefore, beyond the jurisdiction of the 


senate. 


HIS BLEEDING HAND OFFENSIVE 


PALMER SAYS HE WAS PUT OFF 
CAR ON THAT ACCOUNT. 


Jury Brought in a Verdict Yesterday 
in Favor of Consolidated—Testi- 
mony Was Very Interesting. 


A damage suit was tried yesterday against 
the Atlanta Conselidated Street Railway 
Company, in which J. W. Palmer is the 
plaintiff. Palmer is an insurance agent 
and for a number of years was a locomo- 
tive engineer. He is suing the street car 
company for $00 damages, claiming that 
he was put off the car because his hand 
was bleeding from a ghastly gunshot wound 
and that the streaming blood was offensive 
to the passengers on the car. 

The ¢ase fs probably without a ‘precedent 
in the many varied forms of litigation 
which have been brought against the At- 
lanta Consolidated Street Railway Compa- 
ny. Palmer does not charge that he was 
accorded rough treatment by the conductor 
or by any passenger, but he sues for the 
amount stated, alleging that he was suffer- 
ing and was in great need of reaching the 
office of a physician; where he could re- 
cetve surgical attention. He says he was 
put off the car at a place where he did 
rot want to get off and he contends that 
the reason why.he was ejected was because 
his hand was badly torn and lacerated 
from the effects of the gunshot and that 
the streaming blood, which he could not 
prevent, was offensive to the passengers. 

While the evidence did not show that 
Such was the case, it was strongly inti- 
mated by the plaintiff that he was ejected 
for no other reason than because his hand 
was bleeding.

MERGER SOCIETIBS 


Gradpate of the University Charms the 
Large Crowd Present. = 


ADDRESS WAS A NOTABLE ONE 


He Describes the Building of the Old 
School by the Pioneers. 


PAYS A TRIBUTE TO THE SOUTH 


Life-Like Picture of the Southern §Sol- 
dier, the Woman and Old Slav- 
ery Presented. 


Macon, Gn., June 1.—(Special.)—This after- 
noon at 4 o’clock ex-Congressman Thomas 
G. Lawson delivered the annual address 
before the Mercer alumni association. 

Judge Lawson was introduced by ex-Gov- 
ernor McDaniel in a happy speech of twen- 
ty minutes. Judge Lawson held the audi- 
ence for an hour and a half. His speech 
was declared by all to be one of the most 
scholarly delivered in a long time in Ma- 


con. 

When Judge Lawson had finished ex-Gov- 
ernor Northen, in his characteristic happy 
manner, introduced ex-Governor Hubbard, 
of Texas, who delivered the addresg before 
the literary societies. Though the audience 
had already listened for about two hours, 
they sat delighted throughout the address. 

In beginning his remarks to the immense 
audience present ex-Governor Richard B. 
Hubbard spoke feelingly of the half cen- 
tury gone since the founding of Mercer 
and welcorred the coming together of the 
‘alma maters “to lay with grateful hearts 
and willing hands their offering upon her 
altars. These offerings and these renewals 
‘ of the old love of an earlier manhood have 
lost naught of their freshness, through all 
these years of an eventful and memorable 
' past. We come as pilgrims from far dis- 
' tant commonwealths of the great republic, 
i bringing fadeless immorteiles to this mecca 
/ of our youth as emblems of the dé¢votion 
' of faithful scns to their loving mother.’ 
He recalled the founders of Mercer, the 
'Mercers, the Sanders, the Stocks, the 
_Daggs, the Mells, the Hillyers, the San- | 
_ fords. the Willettes, the Crawfords and 
the hundreds of other names and asked: 
“Of Them, if you ask, where is their monu- 
ment? The reply comes ‘circumspire,’ as 
we point to these material and magnificent 
temples, or to those yet more enduring 
| and grander memorials of the heart and 
intellect of a grateful people which shall 
‘not topple or crumble with the winters and 
storms of times to come and will live long 
after the walls of St. Paul and Wesimin- 
ster have passed from the earth forever.” 

The speaker pointed to the; pulpit at 
home and abroad, to the bench and bar, 
fie high places of trust and the battle- 
fields of the late war as the monument of 
_the men who had passed from the walls of 
Mercer to the field of activity. From this 
the speaker passed to a discussion of “our 
southiand,”’ its past, its present and its fu- 
ture. He recalied the south of the co- 
lonial era, when great deeds and gacrifices 
were made by heroic men and Spartan 
mothers up to the revolution. 

“Young men may read when death comes 
of mosthenes, of Caesar and of all the 
other heroes of ancient Greek and Latin, 
but none of them could equal‘in appealing 
to the human heart the !mmortal Fhillipic 
in the burgesses of Patrick Henry, cr the 
thrilling story of the declaration of. inde- 

dence. A discussion such as this ts not 
sectional. It is only to brush away 
the dust of a century from the grand 
old picture of southern finish and plentitude 
and statesmanship that the world may see 
it. The north and the south were not po- 
litical designations until long after the 
revolution of °76."’ 

Describing the people of these two sec- 
tions. the speaker said: 

“This cultured auditory need scarcely be 
told that the north of cvfonial times was 
the product of the Puritans and ‘pilgrim 
fathers,’ and the south of the same era 
Was peoplicd first by the Huguenots and 
the English Norman cavaliers, with the 
middle Carolinas largely colonized by the 
mingicd blood of the sturdy Scotch and the 
noble Irish races. They were not divided 
in political sentiment for a common cause, 
and common opposition to British cppres- 
sion which, even them, had demanded the 
right to tdx the colonies without repeesen- 
tation. Both had fled from what they 
deemed civil and religious intolerence. The 
Pilgrim and the Puritan differed from his 
southern Cavalier and Huguenot brother in 
the manner and mode of complaint and 
not in the matter of resistance to tyranny 
and wrong.” 
. With. master hand the ¢x-govcrnor por- 

trayed the history of both sections as they 
led on toward the revolution. The north- 
erner, conservative and cold, and animated 
often to fanaticism, while the southerner 
was full of fire and momentum, tolerant 
and liberty-loving. Jn dealing with the 
sentiments which control the people of 
the two sections the speaker led up to the 
great rift which made of them in time 
almost two nations. While the people of 
the north did their duty in the revolution, 
yet those of the south did more than their 
duty in the days which tried men’s souls. 
Fron statistics the speaker pointed out 
that southern commonwealths sent more 
men to the front than those of like popula- 
tion in the north. 

“This glorious revolutionary record was 
somcthing to be proud of and to recall it 
is to realize that they were in those perilous 
times one in a great and common cause, 
and, God be thanked, we are one again 
under the ‘old flag,” and to be vexed mever 
moire by the saddest and most unfortu- ' 
Mate struggic the world ever saw. 

“The valor and fwurtitude of the north 
and south of our ancestors is a common 
inheritance. It is long deferred and for- 
gotten justice to our southern fathers that 
We seek to have awarded by the caln 
judgment of posterity.” 


He Discusses Slavery. 

A discussion of the question of slavery 
followed. To show that it was not phil- 
anthropy which led New England to part 
with her slaves, but self-interest, and af- 
ter they had sold them and pocketed the 
money’ their conscience was sawakened 
against the new owners. 


“This led in time to our greatest war. 
One in which history has not yielded even 
handed justice to that wonderful strife of 
the few against the millions, both of men 
and money: of ships on every sea, and 
“with the capital and the treasury—ail

ther. Oh, my countrymen, humanity found 
the key which unlocked the doors to the 
south’s after prospect and power. It was 
the home greeting of southern wives and 
mothers and daughters to the_ penniless 
soldiers—often on crutches—an4 with one 
arm only to fold that loving wife and child 
to his manly heart.’’ 

A beautiful tribute was paid to southern 
home life. 

Lust and filthy lucre and fortune hunting 
had not entered its thresholds.. The court- 
ing scenes of our southern ancestry were 
seriously humorous, but always sincere. 
The young suitor for hearts and hands was 
of a chivalrous race, which resented in- 
sult to woman with its blood: It was a 
knightly day, that old southern home life. 

From this view of the past and the 
present of politics and of home, the speaker 
came to the resources of our country and 
the future to which these resources point. 

“Our iron and coal and precious ores, our 
wheats and stapies grow nowhere else in 
the world. Our rich soil of every variety 
of production and our genial sun under 
whose rays the frost seldom falls or re- 
mains, these are the foundations, the cor- 
nerstones of our material temple, to be 
builded in the future, to which ship channe)s 
across the isthmus and into all our south- 
ern ports, an ocean highway shall bring 
five hundred million of the orient to our 
doors. What a future, then, opens to all 
the republic, but more especially to the 
great south and west, who will be the first 
to welcome their great ships laden with 
traffic of the orient. That day must come 
not indeed through the sharks and shy- 
locks of the money exchanges, but this ship 
transit must be built by our own govern- 
ment.’} 

From this Governor Hubbard went on to 
paint the time when southern harbors and 
ports would be the main trading centers 
of the continent. | 

“This is no Utopian dream. The splendid 
fruition of the future is beckoning ts on- 
ward to that brighter and better day.” 

Upon this historic ground the speaker, as 
a Texan, thanked Georgia for what she 
had contributed to his state, and urged 
upon the young gentlemen of the university 
so to live in church estate, that when the 
end came their example, like the halo of 
gold, would linger long after the immortal 
soul had passed into the brighter and bet- 
ter land.

CONSTABULARY MAY BE FIRED 


Every Effort To Reduce Expenses Will 
Be Made at Once. 


ORIGINAL PACKAGES PROVE HOODODS 


Attorney Gen ral Says That an Appeal 
May Be Taken by the State. 
Ellerbe Uncommunicative. 


Columbia, S. C., June 1—(Special.)—From 
this evening’s outlook it seems probable 
that the dispensary authorities will stay’ in 
business, taking the following policy: 

An appeal from Judge Simonton’s decis- 
ion will be made, but it is extremely un- 
likely that.any effort will be made toward 
having the judge vacate his order of in- 
junction pending that appeal. 

In the meantime it seems to be the gener- 
4l purpose to continue the operation of the 
dispensaries, putting down the prices of the 
liquor to’ the lowest possible figure and 
entering the field of competition with the 
whisky houses outside the state who can 
only ship in original packages for sale. 

It is contended that the dispensary can 
meet all competition successfully because 
it can reduce expenses conbiderably and 
besides the’ profits at present are about 100 
per cent. 

The first big lopping off of expenses, it 
ig understbod, will be the doing away with 
the constabulary force. 

This now costs the state between $40,000 
and $50,000 annually, 

Already Governor Pillerbe has issued in- 
structions to all the constables to cease 
all seizures and ordered the chief consta- 
bles to report here tomorrow for. council 
with him. In lieu of the-constabulary, the 
several cities of the state will be notified 
that they will be expected to instruct their 
police forces to look out for all sales of 
liquor in other than original packages. 

It is intimated, not by the governor, that 
in case this is not done the metropolitan 
police law will be applied to the city that 
fails to do so. 

It is practically settled that there will 
be no extra session of the general asserm- 
bly. It is held that this will be a great 
and useless expense and woud be totally 
unprepared to pass any kind of an act to 
relieve the situation and each man would 
have his own ideas and the result will be 
that about six weeks would be consumed 
in debate at a heavy vost to the state, 

Governor Ellerbe was non-committal. He 
seemed not to have made up his mind, hav- 
ing not recovered from the shock of the pre- 
ceding day. He stated that temorrow he 


would make a brief statement covering the | 


attitude of the state in regard to the 
present situation. _~ : 

Governor Ellerbe has conferred with the 
members of his eabitiet, with the attorney 
general and with the members of the state 
board of control. 

Attorney General Barber dealt in gene- 
ralities. He has evidently not definitely 
decided what to do, He said today: 

‘So far as the legal aspect of the case is 
concerned, you may say that this office 
has not determined at this early hour after 
the rendition of the judgment just what 
steps will be taken. This is a temporary 
order of injunction and under the United 
States statue an appeal from it may be 
taken to the circuit court of appeals. This 
course may be adopted. 

“In the meantime the answer of the de- 
fendants will be filed on or before next 
Monday, as required by the subpoenas, 
and if a final order can be had at a suffi- 
ciently early date it is pcssible that we 
may wait for that, and if it is against us, 
take an appeal from it, directly to the su- 
preme court of the United States. In any 
event it seems to me that the question in- 
volved will finally have to be decided by 
the supreme court. 

“As to the running of the dispensary— 
that is for the state board of control to 
say; and as to the seizure of liquors—that 
is a matter for the governor, but, of course, 
I presurre his excellency will strictly obey 
the order of the court. I have so advised.” 

This morning’s trains brought representa- 
tives here from a half dozen whisky houses, 
They are preparing to “open up business’ 
under the original package scheme. 

The running of the dispensary at least 
until the stocks of liquor are disposed of, 
is really the only thing that would save 
the state from financial disaster. 

Appropriations have been made in ex- 
pectation of certain revenue from the dis- 
pensary, and if $350,000 was tied up, the 
administration would be in a serious hole. 

What Tillman Says. 

Washington, June 1.—When Senator Till- 
man was asked today for an expression 
concerning the decision of Judge Simonton 
in the South Carolina dispensary case he 
said that the state would undoubtedly ap- 
peal the case to the supreme «ourt of the 
United States. 

‘*There is nothing else to do,”’ he said, “so 
far as this case is concerned. The state 
has exhausted her present resouvces and 
must wait upon the supreme court and 
congress.”’ 

He said the decision practically annulled 
the Wilson act of 1890 and chat if it st-culd 
be sustained by fhe supreme court nothing 
would be left but to get congress to pass 
another law that could be made binding. 

This, Senator Tillman says, he will use his 
best efforts to accomplish, but on account 
of the method of proceeding in the house he 
has very little hope of success during’ the 
present administration. He thinks the sen- 
ate could be induced te act if there was 
any pessibflity of getting action Im the 
house. ‘ 7

ON BICYCLISTS 


Police Board Takes Radical Action on 
Ordisance. 


THE BELLS MUST BE RUNG 


Wheelmen Required To Carry Chimes 
as They Go. 


MANY ARRESTS ALREADY MADE 


Scores Were Caught and Cases Made 
by Police Yesterday in Accord- 
ance with City Ordinance. 


The police tackled the bicycle riders of 
Atlanta yesterday afternoon for violating 
the city ordinances regulating the opera- 
tion of wheels on the streets. A number 
of arrests for riding without bells or fail- 
ing to ring belis at the crossings were 
made, and a mighty stir was created 


among the cyclers. 

Among the cases which had been made 
up to 12 o’clock last night were the fol- 
lowing:

The Fun Begins. 

Just after 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
the patrolmen began to make cases against 
the wheelmen for not having bells on their 
niachines or failing to ring them at the 
street crossings. 

When the police watch changed at 4 
o’clock Captain Manly read the instructions 
of the chief in regard to the enforcement of 
the laws regulating the riding of bicycles 
in the city, and the men were told to make 
cases against every rider who was without 
a bell or did not ring his bell at the cross- 
ings. 

It was not long before the riders in the 
center of the city “‘caught on’’ and the 
ringing of the bells became as lively as the 
‘tintinnabulation of the bells, silver bells’’ 
in sleighing time. Then some of the boys 
got funny and procuring cowbells and din- 
ner bells wheeled through the streets, mak- 
ing much noise and discrder. This did 
rot please the police officers and late in 
the evening Captain Manly and Sergeant 
Poole held a council of war and they de- 
cided that all persons who were making 
unseemly noises by the ringing of belis 
along the streets, with a view to holding 
the law in contempt, were guilty of dis- 
orderly conduct. ‘So instructions were at 
once given to arrest all such*persons and 
charge them with disorderly conduct. This 
opened up another and broader chapter to 
the onslaught on the wheelmen. The 
first case of this kind was against Park 
Hill, a messenger for the Postal company. 

- Went Merrily On. 

In the meantime the work of arresting 
those who were not doing the bell act 
according to the law went on, and riders 
were stopped by the patrolmen and cases 
made at every corner. In nearly every 
instance the person under arrest was sim- 
ply given a copy of charges and told to 
appear in the recorder’s court. ' 

The first case made was against a bicycle 
messenger, whose business it is to do noth- 
ing but ride a wheel. The boy’s name 
was C. H. Stroud, and he was allowed to 
put up $1.75 for his appearance this after- 
noon, 

The second case was against Conductor 
J. L. Bell, who has been pulling a bell cord 
all his life and at one of the supreme mo- 
ments of his life he failed to ring a bell. 
He also put up $1.75, as he had to leave the 
city on a train this morning. 

The third case was against a soldier from 
Fort McPherson, who was thunderstruck 
when the officer pulled him. He had a 
beautiful little bell on his wheel, but it 
was there for an ornament more than any- 
thing’else. Hereafter he will use it when 
he is passing through the city. 

To Get Lively. 

By 5 o’clock the thing was getting lvely 
and cases were being made as fast as the 
policemen could stop to write down the 
names of the law breakers. 

“Hold on there, you,”’ a policeman would 
cry out, and the rider would stop to find 
himself in the clutches of the law. In 
many instances the rider would have no 
bell at all, and he would hasten off to pro- 
vide himself with the necessary instrument. 

Judge Calhoun will have his hands full 
this afternoon when the cases come up for 
trial. He may enter a light fine of $1 and 
costs against each of the offenders or he 
may dismiss the cases with a warning. 
Anyway, the riders will learn a lesson and 
hereafter the bells will always be rung 
promptly at the crossings. 

Yesterday afternoon was an epoch in bi- 
cycle riding in Atlanta, and the owners 
of wheels were made aware of the fact that 
they must ride according to the “law and 
the statutes.”’ 

These arrests will be kept up, and the 
other law, such as riding not faster than 
six miles an hour and keeping to the right, 
will also be rigidly enforced. 

The old law requiring riders to carry lan- 
terns on their wheels at night has been 
repealed, and an effort to revive it failed. 


At the last meeting of the council an 
ordinance was passed requiring the 
on wheels to always go to the right.

Captain Manly said: 

“There have been several very serious 
accidents lately and I think most of them 
would not have happened if the ordinances 
regulating the riding of wheels had not 
been violated. It is impossible to notify 
the riders and it may be necessary to 


make cases against some of them to get j 


the matter before the people in a proper 
light. In a little while I believe all the 
riders will understand what the laws are 
and will ebey them.” 


ONE ARREST HAS BEEN MADE 


Three Negroes Riding Fast Caused the 
Accident—Lewis Jenkins Be- 
hind the Bars. 


The serious bicycle accident which oc- 
curred in AVest End last week, and which 
resulted ht Miss Annie Hunter and a negro 
being badly hurt, will result in some crimi- 
nal prosecutions. 

An arrest was made last night and an- 
other is to follow. The person arrested 
is Lewis Jenkins, a negro youth, who lives 
at No. 81 Humphreys street. He is want- 
ed by Patrolman Luck, who has been inves- 
tigating the matter. The patrolman found 
out that the cause of the collision was the 
reckless riding of the negro Charles Tate, 
who was so seriously injured. 

That Tate was so badly hurt was due to 
the fact that he was going very fast and 
fell with great violence. 

The officer found out that there were two 
other negroes with Tate, who were going 
at a reckless speed. There being three per- 
sons on wheels and all going fast was what 
prevented Miss Hunter from getting out 
of the way, and caused her to collide with 
the wheel ridden by Tate. 

The third negro who was riding so reck- 
lessly was Essie Tucker, and he has not 
been located by the police, but as soon as 
he is he will be arrested. 

If Tate recovers he will be prosecuted for 
reckless riding. Last night he was re- 
ported as being better and the physicians 
now believe that he will get well. 

When Jenkins was brought to the police 
barracks last night he stated that he was 
not with Tate and knew nothing of the ac- 
cident. He admitted that he was with 
him at one time when they rented wheels 
together, but that he did not go riding with 
him. 

‘There was another person with Tate,” 
said Jenkins, “and it was Essie Tucker. 
I didn’t have anything to do with it.” 

The officer is certain that Jenkins was 
with Tate and says he will be able to 
prove it. 

It seems that on the evening of the ac- 
cident Miss Hunter and her escort saw 
three wheelmen coming who were riding 
at a most reckless speed. It was impos- 
sible for the young lady to get out of the 
way of all three of them and the collision 
followed. 

The prosecution for reckiess riding will 
be vigorously pushed and the cases will be 
of considerable interest when they are 
tried. 

From last accounts Miss Hunter was im- 
provi and will be entirely well, again in 
a few ys.

Bill of Exceptions to Judge Candler’s 
Ruling Will Be Filed Today. 


DECATUR PEOPLE TALK OF SECEDING 


If County Seat Should Be Removed to 
Lower Part of DeKalb the Coun- 
ty Will Be Demoralized. 


A bill of exceptions to the rulings of 
Judge Candler in the petition of the Stone 
Mountain people relative to the DeKalb 
county courthouse removal, will be filed 
with Judge Candler this morning. 

The bill will be signed by the judge and 
after being filed with the clerk of DeKalb 
superior court, the case will proceed at 
once to the supreme court. The bill of ex- 
ceptions was to have been filed yesterday, - 
but Glenn and Rountree, the attorneys for 
the Stone Mountain people, were too busy 
to get it ready to file. They will file it 
this morning, however, and the case wiill 
soon be considered by the supreme court, 

The figh#in the higher court will be of 
the liveliest nature, The question at issue 
is to the people of DeKalb momentous. 
The integrity of the county depends on 
the result of the decision by the supreme 
court. If the decision is favorable to the 
removal of the courthouse to Stone Moun- 
tain, there will be one certain sequence, 
The people of northern DeKalb around De- 
catur have announced in the most positive 
terms that if the courthouse is removed 
from its present site, they will secede from 
DeKalb and annex the northern part of the 
county to Fulton. They do not expect, 
though, to get Fulton’s courthouse re- 
moved to their town. 

While this threat was regarded as mere 
talk at first, the people look upon it more 
seriously now, and there is no question 
about an effort being made to carry the 
threat into effect. It is said that a meeting 
is to be held immediately after the supreme 
court makes its decision, provided the de- 
cision is adverse to the interests of Deca- — 
tur, and action will be taken calling for 
an election in the districts of the northern 
part of the county to determine whether 
or not the general sentiment Is for ane- 
nexation to Fulton.

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Their Eyes Opened. 

The suspension of the Westinghouse 
Airbrake works at Wilmerding, Pa., the 
other day, naturally caused considerable 
excitement among the three hundred or 
more men who are thus untimely 


thrown out of employment. 


The men who thus received: their cards 
of dismissal were nearly all members 
of a republican club during the recent 
campaign. They had fine uniforms, 
and when they paraded, bearing a por- 
trait of McKinley’s placid features, and 
waving republican banners, they pre- 
sented a yery attractive appearance. The 
club visited Canton, carrying, besides 
their usual regalia, yellow umbrellas 
to emphasize the fact that they were 
for the gold standard. The members 
were presented to McKinley, who stood 
on his classic doormat and filled them 
chock full of promises about prosperity. 

In their workshops they had several 
portraits, of “McKinley hanging em- 
balmed, as it were, in an array of cam- 
paign flags, and no more loyal republi- 
cans could be found in the country than 
they. It is natural, therefore, as we 
have said, that the men should be some- 
what excited when they received notice 


_that the works would suspend operations 


on account of hard times. They were 
not only excited but indignant when 
they realized how sadly they had been 
deceived by the republicans. The man 
who had put McKinley’s portrait up in 
one of the workshops tore it down, ex- 
claiming, “It is a fake!” All the rest 
of the portraits were turned to the wall, 
except one, which was torn and hung on 
an air-brake rack. 

One of the men declares that “the 
portraits were not torn down by an ex- 
cited mob, but by intelligent men, who, 
in sober earnestness, desire it to be 
known how they look upon the broken 
promises of prosperity.” He added: 
“We are simply disgusted with the sit- 
uation of business all over the country, 
and are disappointed at the promises 
of the republicans. Times are harder 
than they were last summer.” Another 
employee says that the Republican Club 
of Wilmerding is ready to vote for Bry- 
an and free coinage in a body. 

It is to be said for these men that they 
are intelligent enough to place the re- 
sponsibility for their troubles where it 
properly belongs—on the republican par- 
ty. They know and say that the com- 
pany was compelled to suspend by rea- 
son of ‘the hard times. and they have no 
feclings against their late employers, ex- 
cept those of regret and sympathy. But 
they are indignant with the republican 
party and properly so. They and thou- 
sands of other workingmen throughout 
the country were induced to throw their 
influence against the democratic party 
by republican promises of prosperity, and 
now they are eating the bitter fruit of 
their folly. They have no one to blame 
but themselves. They know this, and 
the knowledge is not comforting. 

But the tearing down of portraits is 
no remedy for their troubles. Their rem- 
edy is at the ballot box; and even that 
will be no remedy unless they cast their 
ballots for the party that stands for the 
interests of the people; the party that 
represents honesty, justice and equality 
before the law; the party that stands 
for honest money, the result of bimetal- 
lism; the party that denies with all its 
energy the republican claim that fair 
prices and good wages mean depreciated 
and unsound money. 

But the people will have their eyes 
opened still wider by events before Mc- 
Kinley retires. 


Ex-Governor Hubbard’s Address. 

The address of ex-Governor Richard 
B. Hubbard, of Texas, delivered before 
the students and alumni of Mercer uni- 


. versity yesterday, is worthy of close pe- 


rusal and study. A liberal outline of 
the-address is published elsewhere in The 
Constitution. 

Ex-Governor Hubbard discussed the 
past, present and future of the south. In 
view of his distinguished prestige, as 
& representative of this section, the sub- 
ject could not have been more happily 
selected nor more ably treated. Before 


Beginning with the revolutionary 
he showed that southern leadership 


heroism were chiefly instrumental in | 


bringing about the successful issue of 
that great struggle, and that even pri- 
or to the revolution it was in the south 
that the spirit of independence first de- 
clared itself. From the foundation of 
the government down to the late war be- 
tween the states the ex-governor af- 
firmed that most of the great public 
men of the country had come from the 
south, and that there was hardly a page 
of our national history which did not 
bear the imprint of southern genius. 

Without touching at length upon sec- 
tional issues, the address reviews in a 
masterly style the record of the south 
from the time of the revolution, and is a 
magnificent exposition of southern hero- 
ism, achievements and statesmanship. 

But the climax of the address is in the 
glowing picture which it gives of south- 
ern possibilities. Dwelling upon the re- 
sources of the south, ex-Governor Hub- 
bard declares that no section of the coun- 
try is more richly endowed. Within the 
nex# few years he predicts that marvel- 
ous changes will be wrought in the south 
and that immigration from all parts of 
the globe will seek her borders. As a 
thorough exposition of southern achieve- 
ments and resources, the address of ex- 
Governor Hubbard commends itself to 
the study of all who are interested in 
this section.

The Basis of Harmony. 

The Chronicle, of Chicago, which rep- 
resents the bolting element that calls it- 
self democratic, is in considerable of a 
pucker because The Constitution, in 
giving voice to the great law of demo- 
-ratic unity and harmony, has declared 
that the test and evidence, the measure 
and gauge of democracy is acceptance 
of the democratic platform in which the 
principles of the party are set forth. 

Our contemporary says that if The 
Constitution represents in its declara- 
tions the general democratic sentiment 
of the south, “much labor is yet to be 
performed before a great degree of par- 
ty harmony will be secured.” We may 
say tto The Chronicle that the senti- 
ment embodied in ‘the declaration of 
The Constitution is not southern, nor 
northern, nor eastern, nor western. It 
is democratic, and is based on the fund- 
amenital law of party. The Chicago 
platform is the last and most complete 
expression of democratic belief, and it 
has been accepted and indorsed by a 
more numerous body of voters than ever 
before rallied to the standard of the 
party. 

The Chronicle warns us that “the 
south cannot elect a democratic presi- 
dent without help from the great demo- 
cratic states of the north.” This note 
of sedtionalism is strangely out of tune 
with the drift and tendency of the time, 
and with existing facts. The democratic 
party knows no section. It stands for 
all sections. Its mission covers the en- 
tire republic. It stands for right against 
might, for freedom and justice, the equal- 
ity of all before the law. It stands for 
the greatest good of all. 

So far as the south is concerned, its 
people stand for law and order, and for 
constitutional méthods. Their conserva- 
tism is so pronounced, and characteris- 
tic that history, even when written by 
unfriendly hands, has been compelled to 
recognize and record the fact. 

Proceeding to comment on The Consti- 
tution’s announcement of the funda- 
mental law of democratic unity, The Chi- 
cago Chronicle proceeds to utter what it 
labels as “just a word of wisdom.” It 
presents a supposition to this effect: 
“Suppose it were possible for \the demo- 
crats of all shades of opinion to waive 
the silver question, for the gold demo- 
crats to stand on a silver platform— 
must the socialist, anti-law-and-order, 
smash-the-supreme-court and other va- 
garies of the Chicago platform be ‘ac- 
cepted?’ ” 

Is it wise for our contemporary to 
adopt as its own the wild and unreason- 
able interpretation given to the Chica- 
go platform by the enemies of democ- 
racy? From the beginning of the republic 
the democratic party has been the repre- 
sentative of conservatism. Whatever 
has been done to weaken popular gov- 
ernment, whatever has been done to 
cripple the constitution, has been done 
by the elements opposed to the demo- 
cratic party. And history shows that 
whenever these elements of opposition 
to democracy desired 'to deceive the peo- 
ple in regard to their purposes and in- 
tentions they denounced the democratic 
programme as “revolutionary,” and the 
democratic leaders as “socialists’’ and 
“anarchists.” 

Are these cheap phrases worth any 
more today than they were when they 
were applied to Thomas Jefferson and to 
Andrew Jackson? We think not. Why, 
then, should our Chicago contemporary 
adopt them? Why not take the Chicago 
declarations as they stand and for what 
they really mean, instead of injecting 
into them the partisan interpretation of 
the enemies of the people? The only 
party that has ever attempted to degrade 
the supreme court is the republican par- 
ty and the element whose selfish inter- 
ests are opposed to those of the people. 

So far as the democratic party is con- 
cerned, it would have the supreme court 
high above partisanship, and yet not 
high enough above democratic principles 
to bring forth decisions damaging to our 
institutions or injurious to private rights. 
The democratic party would have the 
supreme court hedged about with jus- 
tice and Tronor, so that no such degrad- 
ing and outrageous spectacle as that 
which marked the preliminaries of the 
income tax decision would evermore 
occur. 

If The Chitago Chronicle is really de- 
sirous of finding a place in the demo- 
cratic ranks for those who deliberately 
left its ranks, The Constitution will 
throw no obstacle in its way—not the 
slightest; but it should bear in mind 
that there is not in the whole world an 
organization formed for carrying out a 
definite purpose that could exist for a 
day if it did not insist on certain condi- 
tions—if it did not exact from its mem- 


‘The bolting brethren are not com- 


convention all demo- 
crats are expected to accept its deliv- 
erances as democratic doctrine, not re- 
luctantly, but cheerfully. A tariff for 
revenue only is the very opposite of free 
trade, but we have never heard of a 
free trader retiring from the party on 
that account. 

So with all other issues. Those who 
cannot today accept the Chicago plat- 
form as it stands are not democrats, and 
no amount of juggling and argumenta- 
tion will make them so. But we make 
the prediction that when an election of 
national importance next occurs, the 
leaders of the bolters will find them- 
selves at sea without a following. 


A Patriotic Enterprise. 

A movement which is sure to enlist 
the patriotic sympathy of our people has 
recently been started by the Milledge- 
ville chapters of the Sons and Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy. The object of 
the movement is to erect at some con- 
venient point in this section a monument 
to the patriotism and fidelity of those de- 
voted women of the south who, during 
the late war, so nobly illustrated the 
confederacy. 

In a joint letter issued by the two Mil- 
ledgeville chapters the patriotic enter- 
prise is fully explained. The letter cites 
in glowing, but not unmerited terms, the 
debt of gratitude which the south owes 
to the brave women of that period, ob- 
serving that history affords no parallel 
to their devotion save in the heroism of 
the Spartan mother who dismissed her 
son with the injunction, “Return with 
your shield or upon it.” 

Had it not been for the inspiration 
furnished by these noble women of the 
south, the courage displayed by our sol- 
diers on the field of battle would have 
been impossible. Night and day with 
busy fingers they toiled to provide gar* 
ments for the soldiers, and what the 
south lacked in the way of means for 
supplying the army with articles of wear 
and comfort was partially made up at 
least by the industry of southern women. 
But the labors which they performed 
so willingly are not to be compared with 
the hardships which they endured, Ex- 
posed to dangers on every side, they 
faced the situation with sublime forti- 
tude and more than equaled by their 
sufferings at home the heroism of the 
soldiers at the front. What the women 
of the south endured about their fireside 
during the four years extending from 
1861 to 1865 can never be recorded, but 
without extravagance it may be claimed 
that the resignation with which they ac- 
cepted their bitter lot has never been 
surpassed. 

While thirty years have elapsed since 
the surrender of General Lee at Appo- 
mattox the south has not forgotten the 
loyalty of its brave women; and, with 
eager response to the suggestion mado 
by the Milledgeville chapters, it will 
rally to the support of the movement 
and cheerfully subscribe whatever sum 
is needed. There is hardly a man in 
the south, with the blood of the confed- 
eracy in his veins, who will not feel it 
a privilege to contribute something to 
a cause so worthy and patriotic. The 
movement is one which calls up only 
the noblest memories of the war, and 
there is nothing in it to provoke criti- 
cism or challenge the sovtth’s loyalty. 
While the proposed monument will be 
a tribute to the heroism and fidelity of 
southern women, it will be a structure 
to which every American can point with 
pride and veneration.

I 
entered the confederate service here in 1861 
and for several monthe rode horseback 
along the coast and banks of these estua- 
ries looking out for ssible federal in- 
gunboats. e saddest refiec- 
tion. as I look at the work of the recent 
storm around. Bonaventure and Thunder- 
bolt, is to think of the fine oak trees we 
bad to cut down below Savannah and 
throw into the river to clog the channels 
of navigable streams. I never look at 
these grand old oaks now and upon these 
streams that If do not recall the barbarities 
of war.

Whén I reached Savannah I 
hired a spring wagon and, with several 
other eonfederate soldiers, struck out 
across country for Stewart county. my old 
home. When I reached there I had just 25 
cents left in my pockets.”

This committee will also recommend that 
a fire drill be taught by the physical cul- 
ture teachers, so that the pupils may es- 
cape safely in case of fire in the dorni- 
tories. This is apparently a very good 
suggestion, as there are no fire escapes to 
the buildings. 

The normal committee will also recom- 
mend that women teachers in the state be 
Dermitted to take a special course -of 
training In the normal departmeat without 
being compelled to take any other course 
and staying any length of time they wish. 
whether long or short, and that they be 
not compelled to wear the college uniform 
during this course.

FREE TRANSPORT 


Alabama Congressman Can Get Grain to 
India For Nothing. 


REPUBLICANS WON’T HAVE IT 


No American Ship Could Be Chartered 
To Do the Work. 


THE HOGANS WILL BO IT WITHOUT COST 


They Ask That Their Ships Shall Be 
Registered as United States 
Vessels. 


Washington, May 31.—(Special.)—If Con- 
gressman Clayton, of Alabama, could have 
his way about it, the 8,000 tons of grain 
which have been contributed by American 
citizens to the starving poor of India would 
now be on the way toward Calcutta. He 
has tried to have his way—a plain, sensible, 
business way it is—but the repuDfican love 
for trusts has prevented his getting his 
proposition before the house. 

There is a hitch over the matter of 
transporting the grain to India. ‘The first 
resolution adopted by congress provided 
that it be carried in an American ship and 
$50.000 was appropriated to cover the cost. 
The secretary of the navy, to whom was 
entrusted the problem of transportation, 
reported that he could find no American 
ship. The senate, acting on that report, 
adopted an amendment authorizing him 
to secure any ship, and that is now before 
the house awaiting action. 

Colonel Clayton has found a way of 
taking the grain at no cost. He treads on 
the toes of American shipbuilders and of 
the trust of shipowners engaged in the 
coastwise trade. and for that reason has 
met’ the opposition of the republican cham- 


pions of the trusts. 
What Colonel Clayton Proposes. 


The original resolution under which the 
getrétary of the navy failed to get a ship 
to transport ‘the stuff, contained the pro- 
vision that the ships must be American. 
The secretary reports that no American 
ship or ships can be obtained, and the 
Chandler Amendment which the senate ac- 


cepted provided: 

That the foint resolution of April 7. 
897. authorizing the. secretary of the 
navy to transport contribution for 
the relief of the famishing poor of In- 
dia be. and the same is hereby amend- 
ed so that the secretary shall be author- 
ized to charter and employ the most 
suitable steamships *. pig oom agplng Fe ol 
nationality, not exceeding - 
ber. to carry out the object of the res- 
oiution. — 

The amendment which Mr. Clayton pro- 
pdsed is as follows: 

Provided. that if any citizen of the 
Tinitead States owning a steamship or 
steamshipe of foreign build suitable for 
carrying the grain to India, and being 
immediately available, shall offer to the 
secretary of the navy said steamship 
or steamships, for euch purpose, free of 
cost to the United States. provided that 
euch steamship, or steamships, are reg- 

_igtered as United States — and 
will transport sald grain with reason- 
able dispatch, the secretary of the navy 
fs hereby directed to accept such offer 
and the commiseioner of navigation is 
directed to cause them or either of them 
to be registered as vessels of the United 
States: and provided further, that the 
steamships eo registered miay be taken 
and used by thé T!nited States as cruls- 
ers or transports upon payment to the 
owners of the fair actual value of the 
same at the time of taking, and if there 
shall be disagreement as to the fair act- 
ual value at the time of taking between 
the United States and the owners, then 
the same shall be determined by two 
iftpartia) appraisers, one to be appoint- 
ed by each of said parties. who, in case 
of disagreement. shall select a third 
the award of any two of the three so 
chosen to be final and conclusive. 


A Business Proposition. 

"The proposition is a plain, business-like 
offer.” said Mr. Clayton, in speaking of it 
tonieht. “I shall certainly endeavor to 
get the house to amend the joint resolution 
as it comes from the senate in the manner 
indicated by the propositions which I trica 
to submit on Thursday. I believe the rea- 
eon I was not given an opportunity, an4 
one reason why the republicans were so 
precipitate in their adjournment, was their 
anxiety to protect the shipping trust which 
seems to have taken possession of the high 
seas. The republicans are, it seems, just 
as hearty in their defense of truste at sea 
as trusts on land. Repubifcan leaders 
knew of my proposed amendment. I had 
been asked by ex-Senator Blair, who is 
taking great interest in this matter. it 
there would be democratic opposition to the 
consideration of the senate resolution. 1 
told him I thought not, provided I was al. 
lowed to put my amendment before the 
house at the same time. All I asked was 
that there be a vote on my amendment. 
There was a conference among leadirg re 
publicans, and I understand it was agreed 
to call for the previous question on the sen- 
ate resolution as soon as read; and I am in- 
clined to believe that the subsequent haste 
to adjourn was, in eome measure at least, 


due to a desire to evade this question at. 


this time 

“The simple facts abcut the amendment 
are these: One steamship company owned 
by Americans has two vessels admirably 
fitted for this service. True, those ships 
were built abroad, but they are now owned 
by Americans. Thev stand ready to carry 


. the grain free of any cost to the govern 


ment. All that they ask in return for this 
saving of $50,000, and perhaps a good deal 
more to the government, is that their ships 


be naturalized. That costs the government 
nothing. They further offer to place them 


in the same relationship to the government 
that the Paris and the New York naturai- 
ized ships are—that is, as adjuncts to the 
navy should their services be required.” 
Where the Opposition Comes From.

American register would enabie the owners 
of these chips to become competitors in 
this business and would cut into those al- 
ready so engaged. There may, however, be 
another reason. : 

Tt is believed here that the American 
ship owners, or more properly, those own- 
ing American made ships, will be able to 
put through congress some such bill as 
that recently advocated by that patriot who 
once sold coal to the foreign ships, but has 
ceased, Steve Elkins. Since. his West Vir- 
ginia coal has been compelled to rely more 
on the home market than it once did, Steve 
his become very solicitous for the welfare 
of American ships, and he proposes to ‘fix 
things up so that the American ships shall 
have all the advantage. This will be done— 
and it is believed the republicans have de- 
termined to put themselves behind some 
such measure—elther by subsidy or by

making a difference of 10 per cent or more 
on imports in America vessels. This would, 
of course, add greatly to the value of an 
American registry, which explains another 
reason why the gentlemen now possessing 
such registry.are so anxious to keep the 
field entirely to themselves. And yet the 
secretary of the navy has been unable to 
find any one of these patriots who will 
transport the grain, the char'ty of American 
citizens, except at a rate which means the 
cost to the government of more. than 
$70,000.

Florida ‘Treasurer Loaned President 
McCollen Over $30,000. 


AN IMPEACHMENT IS ORDERED 


Officer Declines To Surrender His Pe- 
tition and Is Indifferent. 


HE I$ SHORT . OVER $50,000 


Senate Will Meet in July To Try the 
Officer on the Charges Which 
Have Been Preferred. 


June 1.—(Special.)— 
Mr. Clarence B. Coilins, the state 
treasurer 0 Florida, against whom 
the house of representatives has 
found twenty-one articles of impeachment, 
each charging him with committing and 
being guilty of a high crime and misde- 
meanor in office, of incompetency and 
malfeasance in office, and of conduct detri- 
mental to the public good, which charges 
the state senate, presided over by Chief 
Justice Taylor, of the supreme court, will 
convene early in July to try, is a citizen of 
Ocala, Marion county, and the  predica- 
ment in which he now finds himself is due 
chiefly to his loose and careless financial 
transactions with R. B. McConnell, who 
was president of th® Merchants’ National 
bank of Ocala, which failed on January 
14, 1897. Collins became state treasurer in 
January, 1893, and as early as the sum- 
mer of 1894, he was. put on notice that the 
Ocala bank was in a shaky condition. But 
McConnell, its president, was closely con- 
nected with Collins, both socially and in a 
business way, and the public funds were 
not withdrawn from the bank. In July, 
1896, McConnell represented to Collins that 
if the bank did not secure $15,000 at once 
it would be impossible to go on. CoHins 
loaned it $15,000 of the state’s money, with- 
out taking a cent’s worth of security, and 
he attempted to justify this loan by claim- 
ing that he made it to tide the bank over 
temporary difficulties and save the state's 
money already deposited there. 

There is a statute in Florida directing 
that all state money shall be kept in the 
vaults of the treasurer’s office unless the 
governor, comptroller or treasurer shall 
consent to and authorize the loan of cer- 
tain amounts to approved national banks, 
which shall give full and ample security. 
No other class of institutions is allowed 
to borrow state money, and in all cases the 
governor and comptroller must give their 
consent to the loan. Collins never men- 
to borrow and comptroller must give their 
tioned this loan to either of those officers. 

A few. days before the late November 
elections, McConnell went to ‘Treasurer 
Collins and told him that the Ocala bank 
must have another $15,000 at once or it 
would be forced to close its doors. Collins 
refused to make the loan directly, but the 
two proceeded to Jacksonville and sought 
the counsel and assistance of Mr. John N. 
C. Stockton, president of the National 
Bank of the State of, Florida. The three 
made the following: arrangement: 

The state treasurer deposited $15,000 with 
the Jacksonville bank, on a special ac- 
count, and* the Jacksonville bank toaned 
$15,000 to the Ocala bank, taking from it 
a considerable amount of collateral securi- 
ty, the proceeds of which securities, in 
case the Ocala concern failed, was to satis- 
fy, first, the Jacksonville bank’s loan, and 
then the state’s account, which already 
amounted to $42,000. Thus the Jacksonville 
bank was doubly secured, for it was not 
obliged to pay back the state’s $15,000 until 
it realized on the Ocala bank's securities. 
So this again was virtually a loan by 
Treasurer Collins to a failing bank, with- 
out the knowledge or consent of the gov- 
ernor and comptroller and without taking 
any security, for he took no security what- 
éver from either bank. 

Another of the articles of impeachment 
charges Collins with loaning $15,000 to the 
Marion county school board, and $3,000 to 
the Citrus county schwv! board. The 
treasurer took the warrants of these 
boards, but instead of sending them the 
money, he placed it to their credit in this 
same Merchants’ National bank of Ocala, 
and it failed before the money was drawn. 
The boards assert that they have never 
received the money and refuse to honor 
the warrants. There'is no law authorizing 
the loan of money to school boards, and, 
moreover, the governor and comptroller 
were not consulted. 

Collins is further charged with unlawful- 
ly converting to his own use $10,000 of the 
state’s money, $2,500 of which he is alleged 
to have invested in stock of the Jackson- 
ville Telephone Company, of which he was 
one of the incorporators, and the other 
$7,500 in stock of a mining company § in 
Montana. There is striking testimony to 
prove the latter, over the signature of Col- 
lins and his wife. 

Collins is charged with having on de- 
posit in various banks in and out of the 
state of Florida, without the con- 
sent of the governor and comptroller and 
with totally inadequate security, the sum 
of $254,124.32. Of course, most of this is 
supposed to be safe enough, for the ma- 
jority of the banks are sound. ssut tnis 
consideration does not excuse the treasu- 
rer’s violation of the law, and articles of 
a aan are drawn to cover each of- 
ense. ; 

\ Another charge is that two days before 
the failure of the Ocala bank, the treasu- 
rer, Collins, reported to Governor Blox- 
ham that there was no money of the gen- 
eral fund and public revenue deposited in 
that bank, when in fact he had $32,927.01 of 
public money there. 

There are a few other charges against 
the treasurer, but those specified are the 
principal ones relied upon by the state 
to impeach Collins for being short $50,981.37 
in his accounts. 

The house of representatives has  ap- 
pointed a strong committee of seven to 
manage the impeachment proceedings, and 
empowered it to employ counsel, to sum- 
mon witnesses and to have access to the

‘books and papers of the treasurer’s office. 


McConnell, the bank president, who fig- 
ures 80 prominently in the treasurer’s mis- 
deeds, is supposed to be in Honduras. Col- 
lins absolutely refuses to resign his office. 
and is reported to quite in- 
different as to the final outcome. 
The prevailing opinion is that the senate, 
sitting as a court of impeachment, will not 
fail to find him guilty as charged. 

In view of this, numerous applications 
for the treasurership are being made to 
Governor Bloxham, and rumor has it that 
Hon. J. Friday, of Jacksonville, former 
treasurer, is slated, for the place.

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A LEGAL CONTRACT ?| 


Interesting Point of Law Has Been 
Ralsed tn the Courts 


A DECISION IS ASKED FOR 


Question Has Never Been Passed Upon 


BALTIMORE BLOCK 1S IM DISPUTE 


Mr. John A. Topliff Files a Bill for 
Injunction and 
Order as a Test. 


(inten 


A question of great importance has been 
raised in the superior court by the filing 
of an application for injunction and re- 
straining order by Attorneys Anderson, Fel- 
der & Davis, representing Mr. John A. 
Topliff, who owns one of the’ buildings in 
Baltimore block. 

The issue is a new one in the state of 
Georgia, as the question has never been 
passed upon by the supreme court of this 
state. Several branches of the question 
have come up in the supreme court touch- 
ing upon the question, but the direct is- 
sue has never been made. 

It will be remembered that the residences 
built in the northern portion of the city 
and known as Baltimore block were con- 
structed on property which was leased for 
a@ term of years. The contract entered inte 
between the owners of the property and 
builders of the residences is known in law 
as a ground rent, th: owners of the build- 


ings having agreed in writing to pay rent~ 


for the property. The lease is for ninety- 
nine years and again the lease may be 
renewed indefinitely. 

Yesterday Mgssrs. Anderson, Felder & 
Davies, the well-known lawyers, filed an 
application with Judge Wumpkin, «usking 
that the Hopkins Place Savings bank be 
restrained from levying its distress warrant 
upon the property for rent. The applica- 
tion was granted and the restraining or- 
der was allowed, the case being set for 
June 12th, when the hearing will come up 
before Judge Lumpkin in chambers. 

“The point which has been raised by the 
filing of our bill is a new Issue in this 
state,”’ said Attorney Davies yesterday 
afternoon. “‘We have filed the hill for the 
purpose of solving the legality of the ques- 
tion, as we do not think a contract allow- 
ing the paying of ground rent is valid. We 
think the contract is vold because there is 
no limit to the contract. You will notice 
by an examination of the contract that the 
lease may be renewed as often as desirable, 
yet I do net think the owners of the build- 
ings could compe) the owners of the prop- 
erty to renew the lease unless the property 
owners were willing. 

‘‘There is another point in the contract. 
This clause contains the right of option 
which is vested in the owner of the build- 
ing. The option provides that the owner 
of the building has the right and option to 
buy the lot upon which the building has 
been constructed for the sum of $2,200. The 
time the option is to be taken advantage 
of is not limited, and it is upon these 
grounds that we think the coftract is 
void.” 

It .is claimed in the bill that the owner 
of the building has the right to the pos- 
session of the property so long as the lease 
is kept in life and that the annual rental 
shall be $110 per year. 

The point that has been made is that the 
owner ot the building can continue pay- 
ments for several hundred years and still 
be no nearer the ownership of the property 
than the was at the time the first payment 
was made. The hearing will be exceeding- 
ty interesting, as there are a number of 
bulidings In the city which have been 
«erected upon similar contracts for the pay- 
ment of ground rent. 

Whatever may be the decision of the su- 
perior court in the matter the case will 
doubtless be carried to the supreme court, 
where a decision will be handed down and 
incorporated in the Georgia laws.

Most of the shops at which it is thought 
the order was especially aimed were closed 
Sunday. The drug stores staid open, this 
being permitted.

COMMISSION BUYING LARGE 


Dealings Were Remarkably Well Dis- 
tributed and the Close Was at 
About the Best Prices.

New York, June 1.—During the cessation 
of trading on the stock exchange yester- 
day London took hold of American rail- 


road stocks and bought up the price of all 
those which are internationally listed to a 
point materially above New York's close 
of Saturday. Promptly upon the’ open- 
ing of the market here today large orders 
to buy for London account were executed 
to cover sales made in London at the ad- 
vance. The consequence was a jump at 
the opening to the London parity for nearly 
all the internationals. St. Paul was the 
favorite in these arbitrage operations, but 
there were purchases ef all the interna- 
tionals. Trade reports indicated that the 
trading there laid much stress upon the 
speech of Secretary of the Treasury Gage 
and his optimistic opiniones of the business 
outlook. Some reaction followed upon this 
early jump in prices, the impression spread- 
ing sympathetically from one or two cen- 
ters. The Big Four shares continued to 
sag without any good buying to sistain 
them. Admissions that the earnings have 
been insufficient to cover the dividend on 
the preferred stock have led to suppos!i- 
tions that the dividend rate will be reduced.

Washington, June 1.—The weather bureau 
in is report of crop conditions for the week 
ending May 3ist, says: The past week has 
been generally unfavorable for crop growth, 
being much too coo] in all districts east of 
the Rocky mountains and too dry in the 
southern states, while excessive rains in 


that section. On the Pacific coast the con- 
ditions have been fayorable in Washington, 
but rain is needed In Oregon. In Califor- 
-” the weather has been generally favor- 
able. 

The week has been unfavorable to corn 
throvghout the principal corn-producing 
states, being much too cool for germinating 
and growth, while complaints of poor 
stands are quite general. In the central 
and west gulf stafes the conditions have 
been more favorable, the outlook in Texas 
and Oklahoma being flattering, while im- 
provement in the conditions of the cro 
is reported from Louisiana and Mississippi. 
Plenting is nearing completion in the more 
northerly states. 

The eastern portion of the cotton region 
is suffering to some extent for rain, but the 
crop is clean, and is generally doing well, 
although backward. The most unfavor- 
able reports are from North Carolina and 
Tennessee and in the last named state a 
considerable area has been plowed up and 

lanted in corn. Im central and northern 

exas the crop is reported as from two to 

three weeks late, very irregular and suf- 
fering from cool nights. Over southern 
Texas the crop is not late and, although 
being damaged in localities by insects, it 
is fruiting nicely, and is generally well 
cultivated. 

Except in Kentucky, where the outlook 
is less promising than it was a few weeks 
ago, the conditions of the past week have 
been favorable to winter wheat. The crop 
is now heading as far north as Nebraska 
and Illinois, and harvesting will begin in 
Missouri by about June 10th. Some wheat 
has been cut in Virginia, and harvesting 
continues with good yield in Texas. 

Spring wheat has been injured by frost 
in the Dakotas, some being killed in North 
Dakota. In Minnesota the early sown is 
doing well, but the late sown has made 
slow growth. Over the southern portion 
of the winter wheat region the conditions 
have been more favorable. 

Tobacco planting has made favorable 
progress in states of the Ohio valley, and 
most of the crop has been planted in Vir- 
ginia.

The latter was 
the most potent of the opening factors, and 
although dry weather and sharp frosts 
have been the characteristics of the cli- 
matic conditions since Saturday, that had 
but little effect in staying the hand of the 
short seller. July wheat, which closed 
Saturday at 68%c, opened today at 67% 
@é7%c, and after a temporary recovery ‘0 
6844@68%c, it started on a decline which, 
by: 12 o’clock, had carried the price to 6644. 
The little spurt following the opening de- 
cline was all the effect the reports of frost 
had on the market, it being considered that 
little or no damage would result therefrom. 
Liverpool was 1%d lower at the opening 
than it closed Saturday. Foreigners were 
said to have been sellers of December 
wheat in New York. Wheat on passage 
decreased 1,440,000 bushels. European 
stocks, according to Beerbohm, decreased 
1,568,000 last. week. The English visible in- 
creased 893,000 bushels. The world’s ship- 
ments for the week were 56,705,000 bushels. 
The domestic visible showed a decrease of 
1,399,000 bushels, against 958,000 bushels de- 
crease the corresponding week the year 
before. There was a disappointment, as 
the trade had expected a decrease of at 
least 1,750,000 bushels. Chicago received 
24 cars of wheat, and 161,70 bushels were 
inspected out of store. Minneapolis and 
Duluth reported 1,097 cars received since 
Saturday, against 1,453 for the similar days 
of the, week before and 1,484 cars the like 
week of last year. The poor cash demand 
resulted in a total loss of premiums here,

bid. 

Corn was strong and active compared 
with the usual duliness of the market. The 
fear of extensive damage by the frosts 
started general buying, the shorts being es- 
pecially prominent, and the market advanc- 
ed steadily, being strong even when wheat 
was at its weakest. Receipts were very 
heavy, at 1,697 cars. July opened \c' high- 
er, at 23%c, sold at 234c and then advanced 
to 23%c.

Governor Budd Sends Word to Prison- 
ers That He Will Not Restore 
Them to Citizenship. 


San Francisco, June 1.—So far as external 
evidences went, things were in an improved 
condition at the penitentiary at San Quen- 
tin yesterday. 

In place of the constant shrieking and 
howling of the preceding days, the “‘bread 
and water” gang kept a sullen silence, The 
state board of prison directors held a 
special meeting and authorized the warden 
to shoot down convicts if necessary to 
restore order. 

While the meeting was in progréss Gov- 
ernor Budd telephoned Warden Hale ex- 
plicit instructions about handling the 
strikers. He told the warden to notify the 
convicts that any man who continues to 
be unruly from this time will be denied 
the right of restoration to citizenship; 
and, further, that no striker who continues 
to hold out from this date need ever apply 
for executive clemency. 

As soon as the meeting adjourned Warden 
Hale instruced his subordinates to use ex- 
treme measures. One hundred rifles were 
borrowed from the armory of com- 
pany D, at San Rafael, and sent to the 
prison. Ten extra guards were employed 
and placed on the prison walls for the 
night. At 6 o’clock the captains went into 
the yard and began operations. 

“Kid Alley,” onthe side of the prison, 
which contains sixty ceHs,: was the scene 
of attack by the ‘officers. The alley con- 
tains the boys and the young men, and 
they made the greatest amount of trouble 
during the strike. When the officers and 
guards appeared they were cursed and 
hooted as usual. Each cell from which 
came a sound was ‘marked, and the in- 
mates taken out and relieved of most of 
their clothes. Captain Birlem then ordered 
out the fire hose. The nozzle was poked 
into the wicket of each cell and the con- 
victs were thoroughly drenched. 

This operation was continued until 10 
o’clock, and finally the yelling and cursing 
ceased, It ig proposed to send a number 
of the ringleaders of the strike to the 
branch prison at Folsom, where the work

CHANGE IN CATHOLIC-CIRCLES. 


ATLANTA IS TO HAVE TWO PAR- 
ISHES IN FUTURE. 


The Marist Fathers Will Come Here 


and the Old Church Will Be 
Divided. 


One of the most decided changes in the 
history of the Catholic church in Georgia 
is just about to be made. The parish of 
the church of the Immaculate Conception, 
on Hunter street, will be divided and the 
city will consist of two parishes hereafter. 

A handsome new ‘church is to be erected 
on the north side in fhe neighborhood of 
West Peachtree street, and Marietta streot 
and Edgewood avenue will be the dividing 
line between the two parishes. The new 
churéh will be in charge of Fathers Gib- 
bons and Guinan, from Louisiana, and its 
membership will consist of all Catholics 

on the north side. 
Pas new clergy have not reached the 
city yet, and their plans are consequently 
not known. Matters seem to be in a very 
unsettled condition and the local clergy 
have not been fully apprised of the plans 
of Bishop Becker. 

The new clergymen are Marists, or 
priests of the Order of Mary, an educa- 
tional institution Th the church, the head- 
quarters of which are in Washington. They 
have been attempting to secure a foothold 
in Georgia for some time, but the local 
clergy have entered serious objection and 
Bishop Becker has heretofore acceded to 
their wishes. It is prgbable the new 
priests will establish a parochial school in 
this city. ae 

A Catholic prominent in church circles 

stated yesterday, however, there was some 
doubt about the Marists coming here.

Prisoner in Maysville Jail Makes 
His Escape. 


CALABOOSE TORN TO PIECES 


Woought That Friends Aided in Demol- 
ishing the Frail Little House 
of Detention. 


Sheriff Bishop, the guardian of fhe public 
peace in Cobb county, is in mourning. The 
sheriff is regarded as a splendid officer, 
and up to Sunday he had had no trouble 
in handling the evildoers who happen to 
infringe the laws in his section. 

It all came of fooling with a revenue 
prisoner, a man who had violated the laws 
of tlhe United States as well as the statutes 
of the state of Georgia. 

Up in Cobb county a man whose nanie is 
not given, for a long time carried on the 
business of selling whisky without license. 
Eheriff Bishop heard of the blind tiger and 
though the charge against the man was 
primarily a federal charge, the sheriff knew 
that he could also prosecute the man ona 
state charge. He was appe2led to by the 
citizens of the neighborhood where the 
man Was accused of carrying on his nefari- 
ous trafic. The men ard women there 
begged that the blind tiger be broken up, 
and in the gncedness of his heart determined 
that the young men of his county should 
not be ruined by blind tiger whisky. For 
a long time he tried to catch the man who 
was running the blind tiger, but every 
attempt was unsuccessful. 

Last week a United States deputy marshal 
captured the man up in Jackson county 
and placed him in the little calaboose at 
Maysville. Sheriff Bishop was notified of 
the catch and having a state warrant 
against the man he at once started for the 
little town of Maysville. Sunday morning 
he reached Athens, but found that he could 
not get a train to Maysville at that time. 
He didn’t want to lose any time so he 
hired a team and drove the entire distance 
of twenty-eight miles between Maysville 
and Athens. 

When he arrived in Maysville Sunday 
evening he went direct to the town jail, 
where his man had been lodged for safe 
keeping. He was surprised on reaching the 
calaboose to find that the jail had been 
literally torn to pieces and that his prisoner 
was gone. The sides of ‘the jail were torn 
off and the frail structure was barely left 
standing. : 

The sheriff had spent over $15 In expenses 
and of course could not get it back unless 
he had his prisoner. He went to the man 
who had been in charge of the escaped 
prisoner and found that the officer had been 
on guard at the jail all of Saturday night 
to prevent the friends of the man inside 
from rescuing it. On Sunday he dfdn’t think 
it necessary to guard, and when he went 
down to the calaboose in the afternoon he 
was startled to find that his charge had 
escaped. 

The officers think that the man was re- 
leased Sunday afternoon by his friends. 
The guard, who was at the jail Saturday 
night, said that a friend of the prisoner, 
who lives in Marietta, went to the jail 
shortly after midnight Saturday night to 
see if there was a guard. Several arrests 
may follow. 

Sheriff Bishop was in United States Mar- 
shal Dunlap’s office yesterday seeking ad- 
vice and aid.

Stunted Growth. 
CORN AND COTTON GROW SLOW 


Early Corn Is Tasseling Too Low—The 
Late Corn Not Planted—Wheat 
Is Ripening. 


The weekly crop bulletin for Georgia was 
issued from the government printing of- 
fice here yesterday by Section Director 
Marbury, of the United States weather bu- 
reau and crop service. 

The report is not so favorable to the 
farmers as could be hoped, but the condi- 
tions are not worse than are to be expected 
in consideration of the long drought. 

While the crops in some Wealities are 
suffering from want of rain, the dry weath- 
er has proven a blessing, as it has enabied 
the farmers to catch up with their work. 
The report for the past week follows in 
full below: 


“During the past week the conditions of 
the prevailing weather have charlged but 
litte from those that characterized the 
week before. No rain, except a few scat- 
tered showers, has failen for about three 
Weeks. ine dry weatner has enabied the 
lurmers to work and clean their crops, 
4na lis has teen done, but vegetation nas 
Sultered seriousiy tor lack of moisture. ‘ine 
bivund has become very dry and dusty. 
ihe stands of colton are not at ail encou- 
raging, and late pianting is not coming up 
aS it should, ‘There is complaint in a num- 
ber Gi iovalities of lice on the plant. Cot- 
fon has aisuv suffered, from the etfects of 
cool nights. Corn is making but little prog- 
ress. Un the upl S corn is losing its 
heaithy color and Beginning to tassei be- 
fore it reaches its proper height, while in 
the bottoms cutworms have injured it very 
much, causing the late plantings to come 
up very irregularly. Wheat is very good; 
there is but litthe complaint of rust. In some 
sections harvesting is in progress, both of 
wheat and oats; the results are very satis- 
factory. Late ‘oats are not good owing to 
the drouth. The fruit crop will be medium. 
Apples are plentiful in the middle and 
soutnern counties; pears are almost a fail- 
ure and peaches are falling from the trees. 
Berries are plentiful in the southern coun- 
ties, but the dry weather has cut the 
crop short in the northern division of the 
State. Pastures are suffering for rain. 
Sweet potatoes need rain, and there are 
a number of fields yet to be planted. 

The drouth continues throughout the 
northern counties, and nearly everything 
needs rain badly. The days have been 
warm, but the cool nights continue to the 
detriment of cotton. Cotton is small and 
has made littl improvement during the 
week; the late plantings are not coming up 
well and there is a bad stand generally. 
Most farmers are through chopping cotton. 
Wheat is ripening and some is about ready 
to cut. Harvesting of this crop will soon 
be general; the yield will be very fair. Fall 
oats are very badly damaged by the pro- 
tracted drouth, and unless they have rain 
very soon, the yield will be very small. 
Corn is improving on low lands where it 
has not been destroyed by cutworms, but 
these enémies are injuring it in many lo- 
calities. On uplands corn is becoming dis- 
colored from dry weather. The flelds are 
clean and well worked, and are in excellent 
condition for good rains. Peaches are drop- 
ping and the outlook becomes less encour- 
aging. Gardens have suffered seriously for 
lack of moisture. In a few counties vege- 
tables are drying up and will be a total 
failure unless they have rain very soon. 
Pastures are beginning to fail and grasses 
are showing the ill effects of the drouth. 
Apples are still quite plentiful. Strawber- 
ries are being cut short by dry weather. 
There are very few pears and cherries. 
Plums are abundant. Grapes are doing 
very well and a fairly large crop is prom- 
ised. The dry weatrer has had a bad 
effect on sweet potatoes, and there are 
mzny fields yet unplanted for want of a 
season, 

The report received from the erop corre- 
spondents of middle Georgia are not of n 
very encouraging nature. The weather 
for the past week has been dry and the 
nights cool, and all crops are badly in need 
of moisture. However, while all crops 
have suffered frcm drought, the dry weath- 
er has enabled the farmer to put in all of 
his time, and as a result the farm wrok 
is well advanced. The cool nights have 
had a very injurious effect en cotton. The 
weed is reported as being quite small, but 
with plenty of sunshine and good peasons 
the plant will improve rapidly. The erop 
is very well worked, and it is expected that 
chopping will be over within a few days. 
Cutworms are still on the rampage, but do 
not seem to be as numerous as in previous 
years. Corn is also small and the stand 
is not considered good. The crop has on 
many farms received its second working, 
and is now being put to a final stand. 
Bnd worms are doing considerable damage, 
especially to late planting. Wheat and 
early oats are considered very good, but 
spring sown oats are not so prosperous. 
Oats are being harvested. The opinion as 
to watermelons seems to be pretty well 
divided, but it is generally thotight that 
the crop outlook is only fair. Gardens are 
drving up, and unless they have early 
rains, will be almost a total failure. Pota- 
to slips will be set out and peas planted 
after next rain. Peaches are rapidly drop- 
ping eff the trees. 

The drought continues unbroken over the 
southern section of the state, and the result 
No rain to amount 
to anything has fallen during the past 
three weeks. Cotton chopping has been 
completed; the stand as a rule is poor and 
the plant has made little or no advance 
during the week. Early cotton is being in- 
jured by lice. In addition to the drought, 
ecco! nights have prevailed and have serious- 
ly retarded the growth of this Crop. Vege- 
tables are not maturing and gardens are 
failing in many sections for want of rain. 
Fall oats are very good and many farmers 
have commenced harvesting; the yield is 
very satisfactory. Rain is needed to put 
land in condition for planting sweet po- 
taio slirs and peas. Sweet potatoes that 
were planted during the early part of this 
month are not doing well on account of the 
drought. Irish potatoes are very good, 
better than last year as a rule. Cane is 
very small and the outlook is not at all 
encouraging. Peanuts are doing fairly 
well. Rice looks well but needs rain. Peach- 
es are very nearly a failure in a number 
of counties, but apples and berries are 
plentiful. Corn is not good, especially that 
on high ground. Some fields are beginning 
to tassle, and the stalk is not over three 
feet high. Early irish potatoes are very 
good. Watermelons, like all other crops, 
are showing the ill-effects of long-contin- 
ued dry weather. The melons are smal! 
and have not tmproved during the week. 
If they do not have rain very soon many 
fields will be beyond recovery. Pastures are 
still fairly good, but need rain.
